Increase in Population. 
The director of the census to-day 
made » statement in regard to the 
increase of population of places of 
less than 4,000 inhttbitanta east and 
we?*t of the Mississippi river and the 
counties which have decreased in 
population. 
The increase of population in the 
-tutes west of the Mississippi river 
was 18.7 between 1880 and 1880, and 
1 9.2 between 1880 and 1800. Between 
1880 and 1880 the population east of 
the Mississippi and excluding places 
of more than 4.0U), increased 4.9 per 
cent, but between 1880 and 1909 8.7 
per cent. 
A gain of population in the last de- 
aide was reported from every county 
of Minnesota and North Dakota and 
every county but one of Iowa. 
Ne- 
braska and Kansas, on the contrary, 
these ware large areas, mostly in the 
western part and sparsely settled, 
for which a decrease of population 
was reported. 
The tide of migration in 1880 had 
puabed up the slopes of the great 
plains further than conditions war­ 
ranted , and in the last decade the 
wave has been receding, depleting 
there areas and filling up the rural 
counties of such states as Iowa and 
Illinois. 
In Iowa the per cent of 
u rea 1 osi ng popu 1 at ion fe11 f nun 27.0 
between 1880 and 1880 to 1.1» between 
1880 and 19(11. 
In Illinois it fell 
from 28.il to 4.6. 
In other words, 
over about a quarter of each state 
the population decreased between 
1886 and 1&80 only to increase in the 
last ten years 
In no other import­ 
ant states has there been so marked 
a change.
